PRIVILEGE OF THE FLOOR: 

 

Chairman Kenneth Ronk granted Privilege of the Floor to Mr. Josh Leben, Medicaid Services 
Coordinator representing the Epilepsy Foundation of Northeastern New York, whose mission is to stop 
seizures and “Sudden Unexpected Death in Epilepsy (SUDEP), find a cure and help people and their 
families overcome the challenges created by Epilepsy through services, education, advocacy and 
research.  Mr. Leben raised public awareness about Epilepsy and “Sudden Unexpected Death in 
Epilepsy” and steps that can help prevent it.  
 
 
Chairman Ronk called upon Legislator Craig Lopez, Chairman of Public Health and Social Services 
Committee, Deputy Chairman Chris Allen, who presented a Proclamation declaring November as 
Epilepsy Awareness Month in Ulster County.

1. Mike Wendell, Rt. 209: Mr. Wendell provided a newspaper article for the record supporting a 
parent’s fight to identify potential contamination within the community, hoping to make a 
difference.  Mr. Wendell also shared his experience back in 2014 regarding county insurance 
matters. 
 

2. Cathy McNamara, Woodstock: Ms. McNamara selected not to comment when called upon to 
speak. 

  

3. James Shaughnessy, Kingston: Mr. Shaughnessy is a member of the Kingston School Board, 
Ulster BOCES Board, and the UC Mental Health Association Board.  He spoke in support of 
maintaining the County Comptrollers current staffing levels for the 2017 budget year.  Mr. 
Shaughnessy expressed his support to preserve the railroad tracks around the Ashokan Reservoir.   
Mr. Shaughnessy has witnessed cyber bulling in the local school system and plans to attend the 
December Public Hearing to express his views on the proposed local law.
